Atd © they were not 
Incorporated into the Roman State, with a 
Competent Number of their Members to 
Compofe the Senat of Rome. Elfe they had 
been as Free as North Britain is now, and 
Gain’d as many Advantages by the Union ; 
they had been all Romans, But then for 
them to have faid, That the Senat of Rome, 
of which they were a Part, had not full 
Power, and was not Abfolute- Fudge of all
